In promulzating on April 30, 1951, Amendment 3-5 to Part 3 relating to
stallin: requirements, it was the Board's intention, in the interest of
clarity, to revert to the original language of the regulation effective
prior to January 15, 1951. The original regulation cstablished alteornative
standards for the stall mancuver, depending upon whother or not the airplane
possessed adeguatc stall warning characteristics. Through inadvertence,
Amendment 3-%5 of Seetion 3.120(e) was promulgated without refercnce to the
standard reguircd where adoquate stall viarning was present. Since adoquate
stall warning characteristics have been made mandatory by Amendment 34,
effective January 15, 1951, vhc apwrooriate standard o be applicd is the
one previously rcquired when where wore present adequate stall warning char-
actoristics, and, indeed, bthv nued for the alternative standard no longor
exists., Je have boen advised that aireraft manufacturcrs have sonerally
complicd with the alternate standsrd applicable when adesuate svell varning
was prescent and that for most currcnt aireraft the other standard is imprace
tical. For thesc rcasons chis emendment sets forth a singlc standard for
the scall mancuver, which is intended to make if possible during rcecovery
to provent umore than 15 degrecs roll or yaw by thoe normal usc of controls
ané to require the cxcess of pisch or loss of altitude over certain limits
to bo noted in the Airplanc Flight Manual, Tais is substantively the same
standard which prior to January 15, 1951, was e¢ffective for thosc airplancs
which had adequetz stall warning characteristics.

For the reasons stated above, notice and public procudure hercon are
impracticablce and contrary to the public intercest, and since this rogulation
imposecs no burdun on anyonz, tiic Board finds that good cause cxists for mak-
ing this rcgulation «ffcctive without prior noticc.

In consideratvion of the forcgoing, the Civil Acronauties board hercby
amends Part 3 (L4 CFA, Part 3, as amended) cffcctive June 4, 1951;

By amcnding paragraph (c) of § 3,120 to rcad as follovs:
